DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international applicatton designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty In the English language. 

Claims 23-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chung 
US 6,496.373. 

Chung discloses a method of manufacturing a nrradule including mounting 
electronic components (10) on a wiring substrate (12), forming a forming a curable 
composition layer (100) between a heat sink (20) and the wiring substrate on a side of 
the components and pressing at least one of the heat sink and the wiring substrate 
against the other so that a thermally conductive and electrically Insulating member is 
bonded in such a manner as to be deformed complementarily to unevenness in shape 
and height of the components, and forming the thermally conductive and electrically 
insulating member by allowing the curable composition layer to be cured by heating 
(see figs. 3-4 and related text), and wherein the thermally conductive and electrically 
insulating composition that include thermosetting resin (e.g. epoxy which is inherently in 
liquid state before it is cured), a thermoplastic resin, a curing agent and inorganic filler in 
various content combinations In the ranges as claimed (col. 5, line 40, to col. 6, line 7).
